CraoAGO, June 22.—An 
important 
witness in the Cronin case has turned 
up. He is George E. Brooks, a news 
agent running on one of the railroads 
coming in at the union depot. 
His 
story is to the effect that the night of 
May 4 he was driving in Lake View 
with his sweetheart, and that, happen- 
ing along Ashl9,nd avenue, he saw three 
men loading the trunk into the wagon 
at the CarlsOn cottage, and that about 
half an hour later he saw the same men 
dumping the contents of the trunk into 
the catch basin in which the body of 
Dr. Cronin was found. 


He also says that he saw the men dis- 
tinctly and that he will be able to iden- 
tify them by sight and that his female 
companion also saw them and that she 
too will be able to identify them. He is 
ready to produce the woman as soon as 
the authorities want her. 
Brooks' ex- 
planation of his failure to tell his story 
before is that he was afraid of losing his 
life, as he believed the men concerned 
in the murder were so desperate they 
would kill anyone who they thought 
might turn up as a witness against them. 
He said that the knowledge he possessed 
had so weighed on his mind that he 
could not keep it to himself any longer, 
and believing it was a duty he owed 
himself and the community he had at 
last decided to tell all he had seen. 


He first stipulated that he be given 
protection. 
This was promised him. 
His story was partially told in the 
Displaines street station about 9 o'clock, 
last night. Its importance was ap- 
preciated at once, and the man was sent 
to Chief Hubbard, with whom he was 
closeted until nearly midnight. 
He 
described the three men whom he saw, 
and his description of one is said to fit 
Burke, the Winnipeg prisoner. 


There was a rumor afloat last night to 
the effect that seven members of the 
executive • committee 
of the 
United 
Brotherhood were in toAvn, and that an 
executive meeting was to be held, in 
which sdme line of action in the Cronin 
mystery was to be settled upon. 


Luke Dillon would neither corroborate 
nor deny this rumor, though, after con- 
siderable pressing he finally stated that 
there were only four membeiis of the 
executive committee 
in the city 
at 
present. Luke Dillon is one of that 
committee; Capt. Edward O'Meagher 
Condon is the second; Mortiider Scan- 
Ion is the third, and the fourth is the 
friend of Alexander Sullivan, Lawrence 
B. Buckley. These gentlemen, of them- 
selves, can not hold an executive feession 
for the obvious reason that five of the 
nine members constitntes a quorum. 


Contrary 
to 
expectations 
Captain 
Condon did not arrive in Chicago until 
late yesterday afternoon. He has taken 
up his quarters with Luke Dillon, at 
McCoy's hotel, and will probably re- 
main here for" some time. 
The cap- 
tain declined to be interviewed last 
night, saying that on the following day 
he might have something to talk about, 
but at present he had nothing to say 
beyond the fact that he came to join 
forces with Luke Dillon in helping the 
authorities run down the mui-derers of 
Dr. Cronin.

heavy rain storm visited Conway and 
VanBuren counties on last Saturday 
night and, although it lasted only 
short while, it worked a loss of life and 
property that cannot be easily estimated. 
An old man named Worden was with 
his family in his house, near Clinton, 
the counfy seat of VanBuren county, 
when the storm was raging. 
After an 
hour's rain the water gradually flooded 
hib house, and fearing danger inside, 
he gathered two of 
his 
children 
in his arms and went to the door to es 
cape. 
As the door opened a huge log 
afloat dashed in the entrance and knock* 
ed the little ones from his arms. 
They 
fell at his feet into the swift current and 
were lost. He then took up two more, 
one in each arm, and succeeded in 
getting out with, them safely, leaving his 
wife to foUow. The others in attempt- 
ing to escape in. the same manner, the 
mother with two children in her arms and 
three clinging to her dress, was carried 
down with the flood and drowned. 
The 
father and two ohildren, the only ones 
out of a family of eleven, escaped with 
their lives. When the waters subsided 
in the moming the bodies of the mother 
and seven children were discovered scat- 
tered here and there for a considerable 
distance around the place, the clothing 
haying caught in the underbrash and 
the bodies held fast in that way.

Some brokers said that 
an English syndicate had been formed 
to buy up all the coal companies and ta 
guarantee 
individual operators who 
should join the trust a profit of 25c per 
ton in all coal mined. Another report 
was that the alleged syndicate' is en- 
tirely American and that Austin Corbin 
and Sam Sloan are back of it. 


At the ofiices of the various coal roads 
no body could be found who was willing 
to telk about the proposed coal trust. It 
is believed that the efforts which are 
now being made to break the !l^eading 
Valley trast aie inspired by the syndi- 
cate, wko can better cany their plans in- 
to effect with the Reading^ shares scat- 
tered. It would take an immense capi- 
tal to carry out the scheme. The mar- 
ket value of the stocks of the great coal 
roads and mining companies is $186,- 
000,000. The companies which it would 
be necessary to have in the trust are the 
Reading, Ltehigh Valley, Jersey Central 
& Hudson, Pennsylvania, and Lehigh 
Navigation.

BadTen a Stroke of Paralyato and V«r 
Beeovery Dis eapalred 


Ci.EVEI.AND, O., June 22.—A special 
to the press from Fremont, says: "At 
noon to-day, there was no change in the 
condition of Mrs. Hayes, the estimable 
lady being still in a precarious condi- 
tion. The stricken 
wife of the ex- 
president is now in a semi-conscious 
state and can not speak or move. 
The 
entire right; side 4s paralyzed. 
Dr. 
Rice, one of the attending physicians, 
said &is morniug: 


"The case is a dangerous one, but 
there is a possible chance for recov- 
ery.». 


Mrs. Hayes is bearing up nobly un- 
der her affliction. 


The entire family is at the bedside, 
and everything possible is being done to 
relieve hw sufferings. General Hayes 
was en route home from Columbus when 
the stroke occurred, and the intelligence 
shocked him so severely that he was un- 
able to walk from the train to his car- 
riage. 
He is somewhat better to-day, 
but sees nobody. A cousin of Mrs. 
Hayes died from the effects of a similar 
stroke a few years ago. Many telegrams 
of sympathy have been received.

At a meeting of the local physicians 
of this city held last evening, the sani- 
tary and general condition of the health 
in the flooded districts was under dis- 
cussion. The physicians also compared 
notes as to the number of lives lost in 
the flood. All agreed that the dead 
numbers at least 10,000. 
The resident 
physicians have probably had a better 
opportunity for judging the loss of life 
than any other person. 
Their judge- 
ment on this question is accepted with 
confidence. 


ANOTHEK TEIIEGKAM. 


JOHNSTOWN, 
June 
22,—The worst 
features of the Johnston flood with re- 
gard to the great loss of life remains to 
be told. As stated in the previous tele- 
gram, the resident physicians claim that 
10,000 people are missing. Now the 
figure is put at 12,000 by those who 
claim to know. The scenes here to day 
are beyond description. Another entire 
family, James Murtha, wife and chil- 
dren were found in one house. 
The 
others identified were Jacob Hamilton, 
Maggie B. Ripplb. 
In all, up to the 
hour of noon, fifteen bodies had been 
taken out. 


A laborer in the employ of Contractor 
McKnight died at the hospital to-day. 
His name is not known. This moming, 
following a blast of dynamite, 
two 
human feet were thrown from the drift 
high into the air. 
The body has not 
yet been recovered. The remains of an- 
other body, supposed to be that of a fe- 
male, have just been taken to 
the 
morgue, bumed and decomposed beyond 
recognition. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 22.—The relief 
committee to-day began its work of re- 
building fifty store houbes. They will 
be located on the public square. A m- 
mor is current to-day that an attempt 
wiil bejnade to rebuild the South Fork 
dam. Constance Martin says if any 
such attempt is made and no legal pro- 
ceedings can stop it, the men here will 
arm themselves with muskets and shoot 
the first man who starts the work.

Recovering Lost Articles. 


"As Avell look for a needle in a bundle 
of hay" as for a small article lost in the 
city of New York. Of course every 
well-conducted railway 
or carrying 
company has an office in which articles 
found in their vehicles are stored for 
reclamation. 
But there are so many 
carrying companies; the article may 
have been left in a cab or in spme pub- 
lic place ; and if the owner cannot re- 
member the exact jdace, where is he to 
make inquiry for it ? Would it not be 
well to have a special bureau to which 
all lost articles could be sent, just as 
they have in Paris, for example? There 
if you leave your jjurse on a counter, 
your umbrella in an omnibus, or lose 
any of the numberless small things a 
lady loves to cumbA' herself with, you 
know where to ajjplv for it. 
Editor 
Medill of Chicago lost a 1,000 franc 
bill in Paris a few years ago. 
The 
next clay he clambered to the bureau 
for lost articles, in the third story of 
the Palace of Justice, and recovered 
it. It had been found in the straw at 
the bottom of a cab he had used. 


The Paris bureau has just been re- 
organized. Articles found are entered 
at the central office, with the name of 
the finder. To claim them all that is 
necessary is to proi)erly identify them, 
and they are handed over- without 
cliarge, a gratuity for the tinder usual- 
ly being left ; but this is entirely at the 
option of the owner. If after fifteen 
days the article is not reclaimed, the 
tinder may claim it for himself. 
In 
case he does not it is sent to the maga- 
zine for storage for three months, and 
there, if it be clothing or something of 
a perishable nature, it is sold. Other- 
wise it is kept for three years. 
An in- 
stance is citedin 
La li('2>uhltqup 
Fran- 
çaise where a Russian lost 10,000 francs 
in a carriage. Eighteen mouths i)assed, 
and happening to be in Paris again 
and hearing for the first time of -tlio 
Bureau for Stolen Articles, he went 
there and made iuipiiry. He was as- 
tonished to have it handed over to him, 
and in his generosity he left half of the 
sum for the honest coachman who had 
jdaced it there to his credit, s-o to speak. 


Now it does seem a little unjiist that 
the articles found in public vehicles, 
and left unclaimed, should be sold to 
swell the receijjts of the company own- 
ing them ; and the knowledge that the 
product of his find Avill probably go 
into the pocket of iiis "boss" is cer- 
tainly no incentive to the honesty of 
an employe. Not onlj- is this Parisian 
institution self-supporting, but it does 
offer an incentive to honesty, about 
one-sixth of the total revenues l)eing 
awarded in prizes to the i)olicemen, 
coachmen and otliers who have aggre- 
gated the most valuable finds during 
the year. 
This, of course, in addition 
to the gratiiities. 


The adojition of some such system in 
New York would be a great i)ublic con- 
venience, and in many cases be a real 
saving of money, as well as of time and 
trouble.—Exchaiuje. 


A Floating-Island Wonder. 


Situated high up in the main Kocky 
Mountain diride, in the eastern jjart of 
Idaho, just south of tlie boundary line 
between that Territory and Montana, 
and a few miles west of the Yellowstone 
National Park, is Henry. Lake, a beau- 
tiful sheet of crystal water, having an 
area of about forty sipiare miles. 
Tlie 
contour of the lake is oval, and the 
wooded banks bear a luxuriant g.vowth 
of mountain grass. 
On a ' casual ex- 
amiuation there ji] >pears to be no outlet 
to this lake, but closer observation re- 
veals a small ta-eek issuing from the 
southwest side, Avhich is the beginning 
of the north fork of that mighty artei'v 
of the Northwest, Snake liiver. 
On 
this lake, sometimes on the north sid<;> 
and sometimes to the southward, or 
wherever the breezes chance to l)ear 
it, is a curious floating island. 
It is 
alwut.300 feet in diameter and has for 
its basis a mat of roots, so dense as to 
support large trees and a lieavy.thicket 
of undergrowth. 
Decayed vegetation 
adds to the thickness of the mat, and 
forms a mold several feet in thickness. 
On the edge of the floating forest, in 
summer time, may be seen a luxuriant 
growth of bluejoint grass, the roots of 
which form so compact a mass as to 
support the weight of a horse. 
Any 
number of m,en have no difficulty in 
walking about on it. Farther back 
among the trees one might build a 
large house and make a garden and dp 
whatever he pleases. 
He would be 
just as solid and safe as though there 
were not 100 or 200 feet of water be- 
neath. There is a willow thicket near 
the center of the island, and scattered 
among these willows and contiguous to 
them are a number of asiiens and 
dwarf pines. 
These catch the breezes 
which float over the island and act liKe 
sails on a boat, and move the nearly 
two acres of land hither and thither 
over the fort3' square miles of Avater. 
This shows Avhy one may one day see 
the island on one side and the next on 
the other side of the lake. Henry Lake 
is exceedingly picturesque. 
Around it 
rise snow-capped peaks, among which 
are some of the highest of the conti- 
nent's backbone, partly covered with a 
verdue of forest and grass, and show- 
ing here and'there formations of granite 
and unique basaltic columns. 
During 
the hunting season the waters swarm 
with wild fowl. There are beaver, 
too, and plenty of large game may be 
had in the adjoining mountains.—West 
Shore. 
'

old battle of Tippecanoe, 
calling to my aid tbe re- 
tentive memory of the 
historian and my own 
f e b r i l o 
imagination, 
writi's Bill Nye. in the 
St. Louis Post. Historical facts tire of them- 
selves like the wire foundation for a beau- 
tiful bonnet—naked. They are destitute of 
beauty, but decorate them with the gor<re- 
ous word painting of a heaven»born genius 
and they become the beautiful bonnets of 
Easter literature. 


It was in 1811 that the Qrm of Prophet & 
Brother went iutothe general slaughter and 
rapine business, hoping, by close attention 
to one and all. to merit the public patron- 
age juid give general satisfaction. 
Prophet 
and his brotiier Tecumsehwere descend- 
laats from Georgia stock and thoroughly 
well bred, neither they nor their ancestors 
having done a lick of work for centuries. 
Like all well-bred people who cannot bear 
the odor of honest perspiration, they be- 
gan early to give their attention to crime. 
Satan, who aims to supply little jobs of 
suicide, homicide, and germicide for idle 
lhands to do, and who has maintained his 
[reputation all the way down from Eve to 
¡Ward McAllister, read the sign of Prophet 
i& Brother, and made arrangements with 
¡them to handle Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois 
in his interests. 


Prophet was called by his tribe Lahn- 
wasikaw. 
or Loud Voiced 
He was 
the 
author of a new religion among his people. 
[He believed in prohibitious piety jmd in- 
jdolence. 
His idea was that sanctity could 
¡belso cultivated and fo.stered that it would 
take the place ot industry. 
He allowed that 
the Lord would provide. 
He united 
what 
m a y be called the High Church and Horse 
Chestnut 
Schools of Theology, 
viz: 
Ho 
combined the unimpassioned and geomet- 
rical 
style of religion with tlie deep, abid- 
ing faith which eiiablfes a lowbrowsed horse 
chestnut tornnka H stubborn case of rheu- 
matism sio right a.way^froni there. 


Prophet had been nicknamed Loud Voice 
because of his ability to test the aeou.stic 
properties of Ohio. 
He could address an 
open air meetinir as tar as the eye could 
roach. 
He was also inclined to bo a little 
bit arbitrary, 
and when 
anybody found 
fault with him or doubted his statements 
he generally noticed right away that some- 
thing was the matter with his longevity. 
A 
great many people saved their lives by be- 
ing en rajSport with the Prophet. 


The brothers, or Messrs. Propliet and Te- 
cuniseh, wore oppposed by a chief 
named 
Black 
Hoo'. 
He did not propiiesy at all. 
but called to his aid what has been referred 
to by Plutarch as horse sense. 
By 
this 
means lie saw a t o n c e that it wa^ a mistake 
for the Indian to go to war with the white 
man, and especially wUhout 
the 
in<lorse- 
ment of the press. 
Black Hoof liv>'d to be 
one hyndred and ten years old, and would 
have 
lived much l(jnjrer, no doubt, had he 
not changed his heavy un-lerwea;- in Ma' ch 
for a liiiliter suit which 
he found on a 
clothes line one evening on the banks 
of 
the Auglaize liiver in Ohio. 
They were not 
quite drv. 


In 1807 the Prophet and Tecumsch gath- 
ered several hundred of their followers to- 
gether, and, in oDediertce to a command 
from the Oreat Spirit, located on some land 
which they had ceded to the white pi>otile 
in 
1795. 
The p ;ople of (Jhio and Indiana 
could not brook this. 
It was at this time 
that the Ohio and Indiana 
men wont 
to 
Washington 
to protect their interests, a 
habit which they have never been 
able 
to 
entirely overcome. 


Tocumseh was more of an orator than his 
brother, but was not s o good an organizer. 
Moreover, his brother coul^ beat him to 
death 
propiiesying. 
Tecumseh 
was 
the 


origin.ilTiill Sycamore of the Wabash. 
lie 
spoke with great 
fluency, 
and when a big 
tripe or chitterling banquet was given by 
his people he would always tro and pay for 
his meal by means of a few desultory re- 
marks, 


Tecumseh had a kind of Lawrence Bar- 
rett style of declamation, which endeared 
him to'all hearts and caused him to hold 
himself in tiie highest esteem. 
Elevating 
his voice and the price of admission to their 
full height, ho would declaim in stentorijin 
tones which made one forget;all his other 
woes. 
He spoke without notes, and could 
think of a great many things which did not 
actually exist. 
Putting his thumb in 
his 
girdle and rocking back 
on his pastern 
joints, he would look at the proscenium box 
on the right, and walkiiig L. U. E., like a 
m a n who gets but a dollar a day to work on 
the boulevard, ho would talk like Marco 
Bozzariswhcn he awoke to die 'midst flame 
and smoke, or woke to hear his sentry.s 
shriek "To Arms! 
To Arms! 
The Greek! 
The Greek!" 


Tecumseh, therefore, was'the llrst to in- 
troduce what may be called the Larry Bran- 
uisran style of actinir, in which pathos is 
marked by pulling out the tremolo of the 
vox humana 10 its full extent, while ex- 
treme anger is expressed by means of a 
low, guttural 
and 
stertorous 
breathing, 
punctuated with short, impatient 
snorts, 
like those of a fat man eating imaginary 
spaghetti in his slumbers. 


With these two brothers thus united, they 
became a great power. 
The Prophet easily 
appealed to the lazy and licentious, while

.Tecumseh took what was left—viz.. the lit- 
erary and dramatic element of the Shawnee 
tribe. 
While the Prophet was said to have 
been the abler orator of the two. he never 
spoke in council while Tecumseh was pres- 
ent. The idea of acting as a broker be- 
tween the Indians and the Great Spirit first 
occurred to Tecumseh. and was acted upon 
by the Prophet, who translated liberally 
the remarks of the Great Spirit to the red 
man so as to do well out of it himself. 
:::The Prophet went to see Gov. Harrison 
in 1808. at which time he said, among other 
things: "Father, I was told you Intended to 
hang me. I was also told, my father, that 
you.wanted to know whether I was a god or 
man; and if I was the former, you thought 
longht not to steal horses.. Is this true?" 
' "Yes." said the Governor. 'I said that as 
a god 70a oonld npt expect to hold yonr po- 
sition so long as yon stole horses. That is 
aU I said about that."

an understanding, but Prophet was at heart 
a free-trader and loved Sine George. This 
went on till 1810. when the Gdvernor sent a 
letter to Prophet at Tippecanoe, giving him 
further assurances of the good-will of the 
United States if he would quit getting drunlt 
and prophes^og at the same time. He said 
that after the fatigue of editing a prophesy 
he did not think it would be wrong tor him 
to take a nip quietly, but he did not think it 
right for him to try and combine prophesy 
and inebriety, "for." sail Gov. Harrison, 
truly and succinctly, "if all bf us were to put 
down as revelation all the peculiar thincs 
we see while drunk our literature would 
certainly suffer." 
1 


Shortly atterward Tecumleh was told^y 
the Governor that he desired to see him. 
Tecumseh then 
packed a small medicine 
bag made of the skin of a chipmunk, with a 
change of clothing in case he should begone 
a Ion:; time, and called on Gov. Harrison, 
during which time Tecumseh made several 
ringing 
speeches. 
They showed 
great 
thought, and were uttered in a "Fourth 
Keiader" styl« that sounded something like 
"The Aged 
Indian's Lament," and some 
like "The Burial of Sir John Moore." In the 
course of his remarks, according to one of 
the historians, he took occasion to say: 


"Father, we've been led to suppose that" 
vou wished to land on our shores, eat your 
luucheon, catch a few pickerel, and then go 
away. 
But yon've come far o'er the sea. 
bût you've went not back, I see. 
You have 
caught our hirgest and most frsigrant musk-

Now, the hair 
on a dead body will continue to grow 
for many days after life is extinct, and 
this fact has in many cases given rise to 
the supposition that people have been 
buried alive. 
No, sir; in my opinion 
cases of burying alive in this day and 
age of thé world are few and far between, 
although there are conditions under 
which such a thing might occur.—[St.

The English government has done this, 
and with noteworfhy results. 
So has 
the Freuc'i government, and in some 
cases architei ts little known have risen 
into prominence at one jump by design- 
ing the winning plans for a gi-eat public 
building. 


ACCORDING to a Pittsburg (Penn.) dis- 
patch ten leading Pittsburg firms en- 
gaijed in shiiiping coal from the Monon- 
gahela Valley mines above Pittsburg, to 
New Orleans and intermediate river 
ports, will buy out all the little opera- 
tors, their steamers and barges, coal 
.mines and tipples, by an expenditure of 
about .§12,000,000, and secure a monopo- 
ly by which they can dictate prices to 
consumers in Wheeling, Cincinnati, 
Louisville and other cities all the w ay to 
New Orleans. The river coal business 
is in such a demoralized condition that 
it is said that it will banki-upt every 
Pittsburg coal firm inside of five years 
unless there is made such a combination 
as is contemplated.

Engraving on Glass. 


, M. Piante, a distinguished French 
electrician, has recently invented a pro- 
cess of engraving on glass in which 
^electricity takes an important part. 
The surface to be engraved is firet cov- 
ered with a solution of nitrate of potash 
and is then connected with one of the 
poles of a batteiy. By means of a plat- 
inum point the picture to be engraved 
is thus traced upon the surface of the 
glass. It is said that this method se- 
cures a delicacy of outline which has not 
been attained by any other tool. In 
itself the process is i^erhajw only inter- 
esting to tne technical men who ai-e con- 
cerned with this class of work, but it 
Serves to show the general reader how 
rapid are the applications of the electric 
fòtces to the ai-ts of life.—[Pittsburg 
Dispatoh.

A WILDCAT'S AWFUIi IìBÀTCp^ 


It' Was i a Death, But Througk Wê^ 
Fault.o^ the Animal'a Agihty. ^ 


"I've seen it disputed in the pape» ^. 
that a wild oit, or catamount, can maÌMri: 
a leap of tvveuty-five feet," said a 
n ^ ' 
dent of Sullivan county, N. Y., «^and 
would like to mention what I saw • " 
wildcat do once. I was trout fishing on 
one of the upper tributaries of tbtt 
Beaverkill, and had clambered down in- ~ 
to a deep ravine to get at a temptin|^ ' 
Ix)ol at the foot of a fall, where I wa» 
sure my casts would be reTrarded by the 
killing of some big trout. I waanoi 
mistaken as to that. I had landed fonir 
trout, the smallest one ei£:hteen inches 
long, and sat down to 'rest the pooL* • 
Both sides of the ravine were perpen- 
dicular walls of rock, probably 25 feet 
high. The summit of the wall on til« 
side of the creek opposite to me sloped 
back gi-adually from its edge for several 
feet to a heavy growth of pine. 


"As I was sitting at the'bottom of the 
ravine I happened to glance up to the 
top of the rocks oj^posite me, and saw a 
pheasant accompanied by her newly- 
liatched brcxjd come out of'the pines and 
sei-atch and peck her way along the 
sloping open syace, hunting food for her 
young, which clustered closely about 
her. Tlie pheasant came very close to 
the edge of the precipice, and it seemed 
to me th:!t she was pla-ing her brood in 
a most dangerous position, when she 
turned as if to walk back vrith them to 
the })ine.s. 
The instant she turned 
something like a shadow flitted across 
the top of the ravjne, and half a second 
later I saw an enormous wildcat cling- 
ing to the edse of the oiiposite wall by 
his fore feet, holding the pheasant be- 
tween his jaws. The wildcat struggled 
for a moment to dnig himself from thè 
edge of the abyss to a sure footing on 
the toj) of the rock.s, but his ettbrt was 
in vain, and he came crashing down the 
face of the precipice, still holding the 
luckless pheasant in his jaws. 
He fell

In conclusion, it maybe said that oui 
ancestors of the colonial period gave 
architecture, as they gave statecraft 
and the general affairs* of life, a wise 
discretion that was in every way ad- 
mirable.

. He present bore with a faitliftll portrait ot 
Kr. Jobn De MoiiKan. who. althoagh but a 
(ew j$iars a citizen of this eonntry. has 
ichieved an enviable reputation as a pow- 
srful writer of fiction. Mr. De Morgan'is a 
aative of Ir^lanA and about 45 years old. 
Bis whole life has been one of activity. For 
aeveral years he was loolced upon in England 
and Irelana as tiie tribune of the oppressed 
people. To read his life is like perusing a 
romance. It is full ot thrilling adventures 
and daring lichievements. In 1866 we Hud 
hiiA a prominent member of the Enclish 
Reform League. .Ughtiug for the eafran- 
chisemenjt of the men pf England. In 1868 
he lectured in Belfast and the whole of 
Ulster in favor' of the disestablishment of 
the Irish Cimrch. and has the testimony of 
Mr. Gladstone that it was fey his eloquence 
and work that tho Liberals won several 
seats in Ulster. 


From 1868 to 1872 we find Mr. De Morgan 
lecturing, working and organizino: public 
opinion in Ireland; often arrested for his 
Nationalist views, but never daunted. 


In 1872 he founded thu National Kepubli- 
cau, Bhotherhood in Fngiund. and within 
two' years enrolled 800.000 membras. But 
his greatest achievements were in the Com- 
mon's Rights Agitation. Millions of acres 
of land had been stolen from the people by 
rich landowners. With an energy almost 
unprecedented. Mr. De Morgan set to work 


to reclaim that land and restore the herit- 
age to the people. At Hackney, in London, 
he pulled down the fences and burned them; 
at Plumstead he fought the Government it- 
self. drove the War Department from the 
Common, and never rested until it was re- 
stored to the people. The Queen appointed 
iiim the oflQcial to throw open I'lum.steinl 
Common to the people. In connection with 
this Common the Govornmont arrested Mr. 
De Morgan and sentenced him to two 
months' imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
$•250. Sixteen days afterwards he was re- 
leased on a Sunday by order of the Queen, 
and an apoloiiy made. Ho was welcomed 
from jail by hundreds of thousands of 
people. 


Mr. Do Morgan compelled the Queen to 
obey a law wliich slie had violated from the 
time of her accession, and also made the 
Prince of Wales retu' n some money which 
he liad received for National property which 
he had illecally sold. He forced the Duke 
of Cambridge (the Queen's cousin), to're- 
store Richmond Park to the people, and in 
five years over 100,000 acres of land was 
taken by him from the rich lords and re- 
stored to the people from whom they had 
stolen it, 
' 


Mr. De Morgan was elected a member oi 
the Board of Education in Leeds. He was, 
nominated by the Irish Home-lJulers and 
English Radicals for Parlinment. but with- 
drew in favor of Mr. Gladstone. In 1880 he 
came to thu United States. His eloquonco 
has been heard on behalf of Ireland, oi 
Labor Reform, and 'the great land move- 
ment, all through the Eastern States. 


Mr. De Morgan was for several years a 
contributor to the KuglLth Family Jlerala, 
Bow Bells, and other story papers, and was^ 
on the staff of several leadinp: papers. In 
this country he has written a number of 
verv successful novels. 


Education and Ciood Manueris. 


A keen observer of our young men 
can not but be struck with a teiulency, 
on the part of a great many of them, 
at least, to disregard the small courte- 
sies of life—tJie intangible ,yet very 
perceptible little things that make tlio 
man a gentleman. 
Many persons con- 
tend that out'A'ard manner is a very 
secondary consideration if the head is 
well stocked with knowledge, and that 
if a young man has the faculty to get 
on in the world it is a nnitter of very 
little importance if his manners do not 
model themselves after a Chesterfield. 
That this idea is prevalent is proved 
by the great number of well-educated 
men—men of ability and power—who, 
hoAvever, one would never accuse of be- 
ing gentlemen—who. clever and with 
no lack of brains, are iiainfully dett- 
cient in good breeding. 
With no in- 
tentional lapses, tliey are awkward, 
bumptious, 
presuming, even vulgar. 
In most countries an educated man and 
a gentleman are almost synonymotis 
terms. 
On tins side of the Atlantic 
they by no means always belong to the 
same man. Educational 
advantages 
are within the reach of all classes of 
l)eople—i)eople who have the benefit of 
no home training for their manners, or 
any cultivated persons among their ac- 
quaintances. 
One fact is true all the 
world over, that where, by some freak 
of nature, a man shows himself supe- 
rior to his own class in intelligence and 
talents, he is never content to remain 
on the lower sta\'e of the ladder. Many 
persons assert that the self-made man 
is always the best. 
In point of ability 
he proves without doubt that he has 
within him that whicli has determined 
his fitness for the place he has earned 
for himself. 
But because a man by his 
brains, energ^^ and pluck carves out 
his own fortune, putting himself in a 
prominent position, is it not very de- 
sirable that he should also cultivate 
the courtesies of life so that the talent 
be not hidden by roughness and uncul- 
tured bearing'? 
Because a man is a 
successful lawyer, it doei not justify 
him to say that he can be .his own tail- 
or, or that ill-fitting clothes, if belong- 
ing to him and of his own make* are as 
suitable as those of a good cut. . So it 
is with the intellectual giant who takes 
no heed of his manners. He may learn' 
much from less talented people, who. 
are nevertheless his superiors in many 
things. 
Desirable as it may be for 
young men to shun the extravagance 
of the aesthete, and to despise, the 
shams of society, they can not afford 
to neglect the, courtesies of life; and 
they do well who, while devoting their, 
energies to' mathematics and the class- 
ics, xiay attention to the cultivation in 
mannei-s. 
I t is while young that man- 
ners are made; the most strenuous ef- 
forts will not remedy or eradicate in 
after life the gaucheries 
formed in 
youth.—Toronto Week.

' Subject—"People Who Have Lost Their Way." 


Text—'And God opened her eyea, « o d s a w 
à vrell of water ; and ahe went, and filled the 
bottle with water, and gave the lad drink."— 
Gen. xxi, 19. 


Morning breaks upon 
Beer-sheba. 
There is an early stir in the house of 
old Abraham. Theie has been trouble 
among .the domestics, flagar, an as- 
sistant m the household, and her son, a 
brisk lad of 16 years, have become im- 
pudent and insolent, and Sarah, the 
mistress of the household, pats her foot 
down very hard, and says that they will 
have to leave the premises. They are 
packing ap now. Abraham, knowing 
that the journey before his servant and 
her son will be very l<?ng and across 
desolate places, in th^ kindness of his 
heart sete about putting up some bread 
and a bottle with water in it. It is a 
very plain lunch that Abraham provides, 
but I warrant you tbere would have been 
enough of it had they not lost their 
way. "God be with you!" said old Abra- 
ham as h^gave the lunch to Hagar, and 
a good many charges as to how she 
should conduct the journey. 
Ishmael, 
the boy, I suppose bounded away in the 
morning light. 
Boys always like a 
change. Poor Ishmael! He has no idea 
of the disasters that are Shead of him. 
Hagar gives one long, lingering look on 
the familiar place where she had speut so 
many happy days, each scene associated 
with the • pride and joy of her heart- 
young Ishmael. 


The scorching noon comes on. 
The 
air is stilling and moves across the 
desert with insufferable 
sutfocation- 
Ishmael, the boy, begins to complain, 
and lies down, but Hagar rouses him up, 
saying nothing about her own weariness 
or the sweltering heat', for mothers can 
endure , anything. 
Trudge, 
trudge, 
trudge. Crossing the dead level of the 
desert, how wearily and slowly the 
miles slip. A tamarind that seemed 
hours ago to stand only just a little 
ahead, inviting the travelers to come 
under its shadow, now is as far off as 
ever, or seemingly so. Night drops upon 
the desert, and the travelers are pillow- 
less. Ishmael, very weary, I suppose, 
instantly falls asleep. Hagar, as the 
shadows of the night begin to lap over 
each other—Hagar hugs her weary boy 
to her bosom and thinks ot the fact that 
it is her fault that they are in the desert. 
A star looks out, and every falling tear 
it kisses with a sparkle. A wing of wind 
comes over the hot earth and lifts the 
locks' from the fevered brow of the boy. 
Hagar sleeps fitfullj-, and in her dreams 
travels over the weary day, and half 
awakes her son by crying out in her 
sleep, "Ishmael! Ishmael!" And so they 
go on, day after day and night after 
night, for they have lost their way. No 
path in the shifting sands, no sign in 
the burning skj-. The sack emptj'oftho 
flour, the water gone from the bottle. 
What shall she do? As she puts her 
fainting Ishmael under a stunted shrub 
of the arid plain, she sees the blood- 
shot eye, and feels the hot hand, and 
watches the blood bursting from the 
cracked tongue, and there is a shriek in 
the desert of Beer-sheba: "We shall 
die! we shall die!" Now, no mother was 
ever made strong enough to hear her sou 
crj'in vain tor a drink. 
Heretofore she 
had ehecred her boy by promising a 
speedy end of the journey, even smiled 
upon him when he felt desperately 
enough. Now there is nothing to do 
but place him under a shrub and let him 
die. She had thought that she would 
sit there and watch until the spirit of 
her boy would go away forever, and then 
she would breath out her own life on 
his silent heart; but as the boy begins to 
claw his tongue in agony of thirst, , and 
struggle in distortion, and beg his 
mother to slay him, she cannot endure 
the spectacle. 
She puts him iinder a 
shrub and goes off a bow shot, ^nd be- 
gins to weep until all the desert seems 
sobbing, and her 
cry strikes 
clear 
through the heavens; and an angel of 
God comes out on a Cloud and looks 
down upon the appalling grief and 
cries: "Hagar, what aileth theeV" She 
looks up and she sees the angel point- 
ing to a well of water, where she fills 
the bottle for the lad. Thank God! 
Thank God! 


I learn from this Oriental scene, in 
the first place, what a sad thing it is 
when people »do not know their place, 
and get too proud for their business. 
Hagar was an assi^ant in that house- 
hold, but she wanted to rule there. She 
ridiculed and 
jeered until her son, 
Ishmael, got the same tricks. 
She 
dashed put her own happiness 
and 
threw Sarah into a great fret; and if she 
had stayed much longer in that house- 
'hold she would have upset calm Abra- 
ham's equilibrium, 
iiy friends, one- 
half of the trouble in the world to-day 
comes from the fact that people do not 
know their place; or, finding their place, 
M'ill not stay in it. SVhen we come into 
the world, there is always a place ready 
for us. A place for Abraham. A place 
for Sarah. A place for Hagar. A place 
for Ishmael. A place for you and a 
place for me. ' Our first duty is to find 
our sphere; our second is to keep it. 
We may be born in a sphere far off" from 
the one for which God finally intends 
us. Sextus V was b<>rn on the low ground, 
an<l was a swineherd; God called him up 
to wave a scepter.* Ferguson spent his 
early days in looking after the sheep: 
God called I him up to look after stars, 
and be a shepherd watching the flocks 
of light on the hillsides of Heaven. Ho- 
garth began by engraving pewter pots; 
God raised him to stand in the en- 
chanted realm of a painter. The shoe- 
maker's bench held Bloomfield for a 
little while; but God called him to sit 
in the chair of a philosopher and Chris- 
tian scholar. The soap boiler of Loudon 
could not keep his son in that business, 
for God had decided that Hawley was to 
be one of the greatest astronomers of 
England. On the other hand, we may 
be born in a sphere a little higher than 
that for which God intends us. We 
may be born in a castle, and play in a 
costly conservatory, and feed high bred 
pointers, and angle for gold fish in 
artificial ponds, and be familiar with 
princes; yet God may have fitted us for 
a carpenter's shop, or dentist's forceps, 
or a weaver's shuttle, or a blacksmith's 
forge. The great thing is to find just 
the sphere for which God intended uS) 
and then to occupy that sphere and oc- 
cupy it forever. Here is a man God 
fashioned to make a plow.* There is a 
man God fashioned to m^ke a constitu« 
tion. The aaan who makes the plow is 
just as honorable as'the man who makes 
the constitution, provided, he makes the 
plow as well as'the other man makes the 
constitution. /There is a .woman who 
was made to fashioA a ròbe, and yon4er 
is one intended to be a queen and wear 
it.. It seems to me • that in the one 
ease as 
the other, God appoints 
the sphere and the needle is just aa re- 
spectdble in His sight as the seepter. 
I 
do not know but that the world wonld 
long ago haf e been saved if some of the 
men ont of the ministry were in it, and 
some of those who «re in it were out of 
it. , I i^ally t&inlc that one-half of the 
WMld may be divided into two-quarters 
—those who hare 
not fouoa |héir. 
sphere, and those who, having fonUd*it, 
are uot. willing to stay there. How

God has given each one of ns a work to 
do. You carry a scuttle of coal up that 
dark alley, 
fon distribute that Chris- 
tian tract. You give ten thousand dol- 
lars to the missionary cause. You, for 
fifteen years sit with chronic rheuma- 
tism, displaying the beauty of Christian 
submission. Whatever God calls you 
to, whether it win hissing or huzza; 
whether yon walk under triumphal arc| 
'or lift the sot out of the ditch; whether 
it be to preach on a Pentecost, or tell 
some wanderer of the street of the mercy 
of the Christ of 
Mary 
Magdalene; 
whether it be to weave a garland for a 
laughing child on a spring morning, 
and call her a May queen« or to comb 
out the tangled locks of a waif of fhe 
street and cut up one of your old dresses 
to fit her out for the sanctuary—do it, 
and do it right away. Whether it be a 
crown or a yoke, do not fidget. Ever- 
lasting honors upon ;those who do their 
work, and do their whole work, and are 
contented in the sphere in which God 
has put them; while there is only wan- 
dering, and exile, and desolation, and 
wilderness, for discontented Hagar and 
Ishmael. 


Again: I find in this Oriental scene a 
lesson of sympathy with woman when 
she goes forth trudging in the desert. 
What a great change it was for this 
Hagar. There was the tent and sM the 
suiTOundings of Abraham's house, beau- 
tiful and luxurious no doubt. Now she 
is going out into the hot sands of the 
desert. O, what a change it was! And 
in our day we often see the wheel of 
fortune turn, fiere is some one who 
lived in the very bright «home of her 
father. She had everything possible to 
administer to her happiness. Plenty at 
the table. Music in the drawing-room. 
Welcome at the door. She ig led forth 
into life by some one who cannot ap- 
preciate her. A dissipated soul comes 
and takes her out in the desert. 
Iniqui- 
ties blot out all the lights of that home 
circle. Harsh words wear out hcr spirits. 
Th.e high hope that shone out over thè 
marriage altar while the ring was being 
set and the vows given and the benedic- 
tion pronounced, have all faded with 
the orange blossoms, and there she is 
to-day, broken hearted, thinking of past 
•joy and present desolation and coming 
anguish. Hagar in the wilderness! 


Here is 0 beautiful home. You can- 
not think of anything that can be added 
to it. For years there has not been the 
suggestion of a single trouble. 
Bright 
and happy children fill the house with 
laughter 'and song. 
Books to reaih 
Pictures to look at. Lounges to rest on. 
Cup of domestic joy full and running 
over. I>ark night drops. Pillow hot. 
Pulses flutter. Eyes close. And the 
foot whose

with their influence. Who is that boy 
at Sutton Pool, Plymouth, England, 
barefooted, wading down into the slush 
and slime, until his bare foot comes 
upon a piece of glass and he lifts it, 
bleeding and pain struck? That wound 
in the foot decides that he be sedentary 
in his life, decides that he be a student. 
That wound by the glass in the foot 
dccides that he shall be John Kitto, who 
shall provi-de the best religious erfcyclo- 
pedia the world has ever had provided, 
and, with his other writings as well, 
throwing a light upon the Word of God 
such as has come from no other man in 
this century. O mother, mothei*, that 
little hand that wanders over your face 
may yet be lifted to hurl thunderbolts 
of war, or drop benedictions. 
That lit- 
tle voice may blaspheme God in the 
grog shoo, or cry: "Forward!" to the 
Lord's hosts, as they go out for their 
last victory. 
My mind to-day lecps 
thirty years ahead, and I see a merchant 
prince of New York. One stroke ot his 
pen brings a ship out of Canton.

Who is he? . He

side you in the tabernacle. My mind 
leaps thirty years forward from •his 
time, and I find myself in the relief as- 
sociation.

1 learn one more lesson trom this Ori- 
ental scene, and that is, that every 
wilderness has a well in it.

But if all that is spent, there. ' 
is onlv 3s. 8d. for the rent, instead ol 
5s., and there is nothing—positively 
nothing—for coals, clothes, boots, club 
money, schooling, illness. 
That is the 
normal ctmdition; but loss of employ- > 
ment is always a factor with the'uu* 
skilled lalKirer, who has often to fight 
a daily battle for his daily bread, and 
who—because there are more people 
in London every year, and the land- 
lords take care that there shall be no 
more land—must, before he can even^ 
begin tliat strngfile, pay a 25 per cent, 
premium to the land monopolist.
